Firing Line / Fields

- All shooters must always remain at least six feet apart and not share equipment.

- There is a limit of one team waiting under shelters to participate on the open fields.

- All shooters must wear face coverings when in and around the Pro Shop, Main Range of access to the facility.

- Registration will be conducted one shooter at a time maintaining six feet separation
while waiting to check in.
